The history of the Fifty-seventh congress 
essentially is the histery of the adminis- 
tration of Theodore Roosevelt. It came into 
being within three months of the day when 
he took the oath of office. His first mesgage 
was sent in at the first session of the Fifty- 
seventh congress, and so it is possible, in 
looking back for two years, to determine the 
‘measure of usefulness not only of congress, 
but of the executive. 

It is surprising to find that, without any 


| great blowing of trumpets, so much has been 


accomplished in the direction of rendering 
thé first half of the administration of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and the entire period of the 
Fifty-seventh congress actually memorable 
in the history of the country. |

Just at the present time the people will be 
inclined to think the record of the present 
congress onthe trust question will be the 
“chief feather.in its cap. But.on. reflection 
it will readily be seen that the legislation 
by means of which a canal across the isth- 
mus of Panama has become a possibility is 
in reality the most farreaching work of this 
administration. The canal across the isth- 
must has been discussed for a generation 
or so. A French company began work at 
Panama and.mere dreamers long ago cut a 
ditch through Nicaragua. It remained for 
the Fifty-seventh congress to solve the actu- 
al problem, so far as the United States is 
concerned, and if all goes well ‘boys in 
knickerbockers today will in early manhood 
see the cutting of the isthmus and the real- 
ization of the’ dream of a direct route to 
the Indies which led Columbus on his wild 
goose chase across the Atlantic. 

The Fifty-seventh congress, after its 
predecessors had disturbed the waters for 
many years without avail, arranged to buy 
the rights of the French company, author- 
ized the beginning of the negotiations which 
have been conducted to a successful issue, 
and actually provided the money with which 
to build the entire canal, leaving but little 
for subsequent congresses except to super- 
vise the work of actual construction. 

This congress has undoubtedly made a 
great step forward in anti-trust legislation.

President Roosevelt's opening message was 
largely devoted to this subject. Congress 
has made an excellent beginning in answer 
to his suggestions. It has provided a bureau 
of corporations, which is given aufhority to 
insist on publicity in regard to the operations 
of all great corporations. Publicity and the 


‘| supervision of this bureau is, of course, large- 


ly experimental, and probably will be added 
to in the future, but this congress blazed 
the way in the direction of throwing light 
upon the methods of the trusts. 

It has been understood all along that the 
Sherman law did well so far as it went. For 
this reason congress has but recently passed 
a special act providing for the expedition of 
suits against the trusts under the existing 
law. The attorney general has already taken 
advantage of this much néeded amendment 
and has set the machinery in motion to expe- 
dite the suits against the northwestern rail- 
road merger. In addition to this, the Elkins 
law has been passed, which provides heavy 
fines for giving or receiving an illegal rebate. 
This, it is believed, will do much to put an end 
to discriminating rates on railroads, by means 
of which many of the worst monopolies in the 
country, like the coal trust and the Standard 
Oil company, have been built up. 

Well up toward the top of the page which 
records its history will be found a brief list of 
the things the Fifty-seventh congress wisely 
refraineé from doing. For instance, it has 
avoided the passage of the dangerous ship 
subsidy measure, which had behind it power- 
ful influences and which would have enriched 
the already rich corporations at the expense 
of the people. Furthermore, it seemed for a 
long time as if four desert states would be 
created and an alien people with a parched 
soil given full representation in the sister- 
hood of states. The statehood bill was 
beaten at the last moment only, and the ques- 
tion is left as a legacy to the next congress, 
which probably will admit only two states 
out of the entire territory.: 

There was considerable temptation for this 
congress to meddle with the tariff. Vocifer- 
ous demands were made in certain sections, 
but the wisest men in the party believed that 
the time had not yet come. Although con- 
vinced that moderate revision is necessary 
for the near future, they prevented action at 


, the present time, and thus possibly avoided 


what might have been a serious disturbance 
of business conditions.

GUBSTS FLRG FIRE 


SMALL HOUSES VACATED AND 
TERROR CAUSED IN ANNEX. 
Blase in Building at 350-352 Wabash 
Avenue Fille Neighborhood with 
Smoke, Blocks Cable Cars, and In- 
jures Seven Firemen—Grand East- 
ern and Other Hostelries Aband- 
oned Temporarily—Standpipe Upset 
at Michigan Avenue, Near Madison. 


With clouds of smoke blinding them, fire- 
men fought for three hours last evening be- 
fore they succeeded in co @ fire in| 
the seven story building at and 362 We- 
bash avenue, Seven firemen were injured, 
and several persons were overcome by smoke. 
Transportation om the south side cable lines 
and on the South Side Elevated road was 
stopped for hours. The Auditorium and Au- 
ditorium Annex hotels were filled with dense 
smoke, and many dinner parties were 
brought to a sudden end. 

Guests of the Grand Dastern hotel and the 
O. K. hotel owned by P. P. Penovich, south of 
the fire, ware ordered out by direction of 
Chief Musham, who feared the danger of 
falling walis. 

Spectators in a concert hall south of the 
burning building were alarmed by the smoke 
and made a rush for the street. Two women 
fainted in the crush and were carried out. 

‘The building, which was owned by Swan & 
Smith of Sam Francisco, Cal., wae practical- 
ly destroyed. It was occupied by O. B. Brown, 
wholesale furniture; Oliver Bros., brase and> 
iron bedsteads; and other firms. The buila- 
ing to the north was damaged, chiefly by. 
smoke and water. The total loss is estimated 
at $170,000, 

The Injured. 

Eall, William,,of engine company No. 3; injured 
by an explosion of gasoline on the third floor; 
taken to the Samaritan hospital; not serious. 

Carrell, Charles, truck company No. 2; struck on 
the head by falling brick and thrown off ladder; 
not serious.

burned on face and hands; not serious.

Staley, Bertram, 18 South Western avenue, struck 
by falling glass; went home unassisted. 

Staenbrook, Peter, 826 Racine avenue, thrown from 
standpipe wagon in collision with cable car at 
Michigan avenue and Madison streef; not serious. 


Probably Smoldering All Day. 

‘It is thought that the fire had been smol- 
dering all day. At 7 o’clock in the evening 
Mrs. Rebecca Crew, the aged mother of 
Mrs. Penovich, was standing at a window 
which . faces the north and saw the 
fire in the fifth floor in therear. An attempt 
to use the telephone showed that the wires 
had been put out of service by the fire. A 
messenger was hurried to the drug store of 
A. M. Levi, at the corner of Wabash avenue 
and Harrison street, who notified the depart- 
ment. Soon after an alarm was sent in from 
the box at Harrison and State streets. _, 
soon.as Marshal Cathpién the 
scene he drove to the fire alarm box and 
sounded a 4-11 call. This was followed by 
two special calls after Chief Musham arrived. 

When the firemen first reached the building 
the rear was a mass of flame. Louis Mallery 
of engine company 10, who was leading a 
line of men carrying hose to the third story 
in the rear of the building, had reached the 
top round of the ladder when a falling brick 
struck him on the head, knocking him to the 
ground. After his injuries had been dressed 
at the Samaritan hospital he was taken to his 
company quarters at 80 Pacific avenue. 


Firemen Driven Back by Flames. 


Inside the building the firemen were driven 
back time and again by the rush of fire and 
smoke. Capt. Campion, son of the marshal, 
was leading his company back from the 
front of the third floor when a wave of fire 
struck their faces. All were able to escape 
burned about the head and hands. They 
were taken to Levi's drugstore and their 
burns covered with oil, Afterwards the 
returned to the fight. 

After the flames came through the roof a 
shower of bricks and glass fell on the street 


| below. 


‘‘ Get those people all out of the hotels,” 
ordered Chief Musham. ‘“‘ That south wall 
may give way, and if it does it will go through 
those buildings.’’ 
| Sergeant James Mooney of the Harrison 

street station ordered the police to notify 
the guests to leave. Mrs. Penovich and her 
children, with a number of guests and friends, 
took refuge in a nearby drug store until late 
at night. The occupants of the Grand Pastern 
hotel also found shelter in neighboring stores. 


Hotel Guests Inconvenienced. 


A steady breeze from the southwest blew 
the smoke from the burning building toward 
the lake, and so dense did it become that it 
was impossible to see from one curb to the 
other in Michigan boulevard. The smoke 
also filled the lower floors of the Auditorium 
Annex. The air in the dining room was blue 
with it. In the Auditorium nearly the same 
state of affairs existed and the guests 
coughed and sneezed, while the attendants 
vainly endeavored to shut out the smoke. 

When the buildings first began to fill with 
smoke the guests in both hotels thought the 
buildings were on fire and beckme alarmed 
and a rush was made for the elevators, but 
on being assured that the fire was a block 
away went back to their rooms and fought 
the smoke. 

Standpipe Collides with Car. 

One of the narrow escapes of the fire was 
that of Peter Staenbrook, driver of stand- 
pipe company 1. Staenbrook had his heavy 
machine in full motion on the way to the 
blaze when in Michigan avenue, near Mad- 
ison street, a Cottage Grove avenue cable 
train was encountered. The truck failed to 
obey the pull of the powerfu) horses in front 
and held to the track. In an instant the pro- 
jecting pipe had ripped the roof from the 
cable'cars and smashed that of the Indiana 
avenue electric car trailing behind them. 

A dozen passengers were in the three cars, 
but none was injureded, though glass flew. 

For am instamt Driver Staenbrook clung 
to his seat. Then the standpipe was thrown 
to one side, the machine upset, and the 
driver was shaken from his seat. He fell far 
enough away to clear th heels of his ma- 
thine and escaped death. A fireman in the 
rear end of the standpipe crawled forward 
and stopped the horses. Staenbrook was 
taken to the firehouse for medical attendance, 
and the machine wae left lying in the street 
till the fire was under control.

Text of President’s Letter. 

The communication of the president is ad- 
dressed to Clark Howell, editor of the Con- 
stitution, and reads asfollows: 

‘‘ As to federal] appointments in the south, 
frankly, it seems'to me that my appointments 


self-explanatory., So far from feeling that 
they need the slightest apology or,justifica- 
tion, my position is that on the strength of 
what I have done I have the right to claim 
the support of all good citizens who wish not 
only a high standard of federal service but 
fair and equitable dealing to the south as 
well as to the north end a policy of con- 
sistent justice and good will toward all men. 
In making appointments I have sought to 
consider the feeling of the people of each 
locality so far as I could consistently do so 


without sacrificing principle. | 
Seeks Only the Best Men. — 

“The prime tests I have applied have been 
those of character, fitness, and ability, and 
when I have been dissatisfied with what has 
been offered. within my own party lines I

Kinley’s appointees. The chahges I have 
made were, as I think you will agree, 
changes for the hetterand not for the worse. 
It happens I have appointed a’ white man 
to succeed 4 colored man as postmaster at 
Athens and surveyor at Atlanta. In South 
Carolina I have similarly appointed a white 
postmaster to succeed a colored postmaster. 
Again in South Carolina I have nominated 
a colored man to fill a vacancy in the po- 
sition of collector of the port of Charleston, 
just as in Georgia I have reappointed the 
colored man who is now serving as collector 
of the port of Savannah. Both are fit men.

POPE SAYS DEATH 8 NBA 


LEO XIII. WARNS CARDINALS OF 
HIS APPROACHING END. 


Ponti@® Gives His Promised Audience 
to the Sacred College Despite the 
Urgent Protest of His Physician — 
Talks Freely for Half an Hour — 

‘Form Is Bent and Trembling, bat 
His Appearance Improves as the 
Interview Continues. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ROME, March 1.—Pope Leo gave audience 
to forty-two cardinals at the vatican today, 
in spite of the urgent protests of his physi- 
clan. In his remarks to the cardinals the 
aged pontiff referred with emphasis to his 
approaching death. 

The pope’s feebleness is perceptibly tn- 
creasing. He realized this and today he 
told the cardinals that he felt that God 
was about to call him to himself. 

It is announced that the pontiff will at- 
tend the function at St. Peter’s on Tuesday, 
but vatican officials are apprehensive of 
possible consequences. | 

The audience today was an impressive one. 
For half an hour the aged pontiff, seated 
on his throne, conversed with quiet affabil- 
ity with a group of pre“ates whose red 
robes, magnificent jeweled crosses, and in 
some cases robust figures contrasted strik- 
ingly with the feeble old man who, perhaps, 
was addressing them collectively for the 
last time. 


Coughing Ends the Interview. 

The conversation evidently tried the 
strength of his holiness, whose speech, 
which became more difficult as the time 
passed, was at last interrupted by a fit of 
coughing. Cardinal Oreglia di Santo Ste- 
tino thereupon requested him'‘not to fatigue 
himself, an? the pope, expressing regret that 
he could not prolong the Interview, extend- 
ed his hand to each of the cardinals as cney 
filed past him. | 

This morning Dr. Lapponi made a final 
effort to induce Pope Leo to give up the re- 
ception to tHe cardinals, pointing out that 
his holiness needed the rest. The pope re- 
plied: 

“' My dear doctor, before your valuable ad- 
vice comes my duty, which I shall perform 
until te end.” 


Form Bent and Trembling. 

Pope Leo received the cardinals in his pri- 
vate library. When he entered the library 
his form was bent and trembling. The éx- 
citement of the interview, however, bright- 
ened him wonderfully. = 

There was no forma! address, but the pon- 
tiff spoke almost continuously for half an 
hour, addressing himself first to one cardinal, 
then to another. 


Speaks of Approaching Death. 

His most important words were when the 
pontiff referred with emphasis to his ad- 
vanced age afid approaching end. He was 
led to speak thereof in reminding the car- 
dinals that the room in which he was re- 
celving them was the same in which Pius 
IX. held his last consistory, he (Leo XITIL).

 'Appropriation Held Dlegal. 


14 of the state constitution, which ts held 
forbid any appropriation for the canal. 

“This section of the constitution,” ex 
plained Mr. Rainey, “ plainly states that ne 
appropriation shall ever be made.for any 
canal or railroad. Hence, were any money to 
be voted; the act would be unconstitutional, 
All that would be necessary to overthrow 
the attempted legislation would be that some 
citizen go into court and ask an injunction 
restraining the treasurer from paying the 
money. This remedy is open should all others 
fail.” 

Since 1877 the balance in the canal’s ac- 
counts has been steadily on the wrong side 
of the book, Mr. Rainey’s resolution con- 
tinues to show.

“Not even a scant measure of legislative 
freedom can be won by pleading to the par- 
lament of England, as no installment of 
justice has-been granted Ireland 
through physical force. 

“We assert that the settlement of the 
land question promised by the British gOvV- 
ernment will be attempted only because Eng- 
land fears in her coming troubles the hos- 
tility of the race in and out of Ireland, and 


hopes to secure peace and loyalty by buy-. 
ing-a class at the expense of the entire peo- 


ple. We further assert that nothing of this 
kind can or will prevent the race from keep- 
ing up the fight for the establishment of an 
Irish republic. 

“Constitutional agitation tends to dena- 
tionalize the Irish people and bas led people 
to believe that Ireland was content to re- 
main a part of the British empire, whereas 
her people would be satisfied with nothing 
less than an Irish republic. There is eyi- 
dence of a revival of the militant spirit in 
Ireland, and this spirit has been aroused in 
the Irish race in America to a greater extent 
than ever. 

* The Irish race in America, too, is aroused 
to the necessity of combining “with true 
Americans and citizens of other origins to 
frustrate the attempts of England to commit 


the United States to policies calculated to | 


serve purely British purposes and to embroil 
this republic with nations which were friend- 
ly when America needed friends and Eng- 
Jand was hostile. | 

“We firmly believe that the Brit em - 
pire has entered on the downward path lead- 
ing to final dismemberment, and that a wise 
and resolute use of its ever-increasing dif- 
ficulties will give Ireland her final oppor- 
tunity. We counsel no rash or premature 
action, but we insist that Ireland’s true in- 
terests demand that the world be told that 
she will not barter her allenable right for 
any half measure or for tardy redress of 
grievances.’’

AT HADDONFIELD, N, J. 


Strange Guest at a Fashionable Board- 
ing House Takes Chloroform and 
Leaves a Letter Saying She Is the

with Which to Pay Funeral Ex-

A well dressed, refined woman, who had evi- 
dently Nved in better circumstances and gave 
the name of Mrs. Charlotte G. Welington.

,There seems to be but one criticism on 
the statesman’s measure—it fails to provide 
suitable penalty for the player who insists 
on profiting by the graft in spite of thelaw's 
provision. 


Text of the Amendment. 


Representative Wood of Pottawatomie 
county is the man who has jumped into the 
breach to save his fellow men. His bil! pro- 
poses ‘‘ to amend section 8 of article 1 of the 
game of seven up,’’ and reads as\follows: 

“ That hereafter, when in the course of said 


game one party begs, and the giving of one 


would put the party so begging out, the 
other party may give him one, and the one 
so given shall not operate to put the beggar 
out if the giver bimseif goes out on the hand 
on which one was given; but the one 80 given 
shall have the effect to win the game should 
the giver himself fail on the said hand to go. 
out.” 

Hailed by Ex-Speaker Sherman. 


Even before the local card players could 
express their indorsement of the bill, the 
telephone bell rang and from Springfield 
came the voice of ex-Speaker Lawrence Y. 
Sherman in approval. 

“ The custom of ‘ niggering * out in a game 
of seven up,”’ said Mr. Sherman, “ is repre- 
hensible in the extreme, and has endangered 
the success of the game. It was enough to 
turn any man against the game to hold an 
ace, deuce, jack and ten spot of the trump 
turned and be unable to give one because his 
opponent already had six points. Yet there 
are many men at Washington debating as 
to ‘whether Oklahoma is qualified for state- 
hood.”’

Bond, Securify for Government 
Deposits in National Banks 

to Be Eliminated. 


“Washington, D. C., March 1.—The house 
©ommittee on banking and currency today 
by a vote of 7 to 2—a strict party vote—au- 
thorized a favorable report on the currency 
bill introduced yesterday by Representative 
Fowler, chairman.f the committee. In re- 
porting the bill the committee says: 

* In addition to providing for the issue and 
circulation of national bank notes, the object 
of this measure is to immediately put back 
inte circulation any money the government 
may collect through its customs receipts, 
as well as through its collections, from in- 
ternal revenue. 


“The available cash balance now in the. 


treasury is $222,468,878. Of this amount 
there is now in national bank depositories 
$150,472,454, leaving a net balance in 
the treasury of $71,004,454. The amount 
of money. now in the treasury 
is §$71,- 
004.464, from which amount, if we deduct 
$50,000,000 as a necessary working balance 
for the treasury, we shal! have only $21,994,- 
434 to meet the demand on the treasury grow- 
mes | out of the Panama transaction, which 
ill call for $50,000,000. 


Treasury Not Restricted. 


“Tt is, therefore, evident that either the 
government must at once cal! for $28,000,000 
from the banks, for appropriating $50,000,000 
from the amount now in the treasury leaves 
@ working balance of only about $22,000,000, 
which must be supplemented by collections 
from the various resources until the amount 
in the treasury shall be brought up to $50,- 
600,000 before an appropriation can be made 
for any other purpose, without infringing

“It is, therefore, evident that the govern- 
ment will not have any additional money to 
deposit with national banks for the next six 
or eight months; if indeed it shall have col- 


lected: as much as $30,000,000 within that : 


- What New Measure Will Do. 

“ The amount now deposited with national 
banks is $143,111,598, for which the govern- 
ment holds government bonds as security 
amounting to about $125,000,000 and about 
$22,000,000 of other bonds. The measure now 
submitted providesghat the government may 
deposit any public money, including this 
- $148,000,000, with national banks, in no case 
exceeding in amount 75 per cent of the paid 
up and unimpaired capital of any national 
bank, without exacting government or other 
bonds, but the government shall have a first 
Hien upon the assets of such bank and shall 
receive interest on such deposits at the rate 
of 2 per cent per annum, payable semi-annu- 
ally on the first days of January and July. 

“It will be seen that the effect of this pro- 
vision will be, within the next few months, 
say, certainly within a year, to release the 
total amount of bonds now deposited to se- 
cure government depositis—viz.: $125,000,000 
* of government bonds and $22,000,000 of state 

’ gnd other bonds now held by the treasury in 
addition thereto, as security for such depos- 
fts. The bonds so released may then be used 
by the banks for further increasing their 
- bond secureé circulation, which will undoubt- 

edly be much paates during the coming fall 
months. 

Proposed Plan ‘Is Safe. 

“Tt is clear thet the plan proposed is per- 

- feetly safe, and that if the rate of interest 
had been 2 per cent and the accounts were 
brought down to date the amount that the 
" government would have received during the 
last twenty-four years and the bill reported 
been in operation, would have been nearly 
$60,000,000, and the government would not 
have lost a cent.

REPORT WHITE HOUSE CHANGES 


Architects Give Details of Extensive 
. Repairs Made on the Execu- 
tive Mansion. 


Washington, D. C., March P—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt has transmitted to the 
senate a statement showing the difficulties 
encountered in remodeling the White house. 
The report is signed by McKim, Meade & 
White, the architects who were selected to 
restore the executive mansion, and is ad- 
‘dressed to the president. It says: 

* Recognizing the feeling prevalent among 
the people, you stipulated that none of the 
essential features of the White house should 
be sacrificed in the restoration; that the 
nation’s historic house should be left intact, 
and even the state rooms should continue to 
be known by names made familiar by long 


usage. 

In explaining the condition of the White 
house it is remarked: 

“There was scarcely a room in the house 
im which the plaster was in good condition. 
im a@& number of instances as many as five 
—e of paper were found, and when the 

r was removed the plaster came also. 

“The roof drainage had been carried 
through the roof and thence on top of the 
attic floor to central points, descending to 
the ground through the house itself. The 
conductors were troughs hollowed out of logs, 


and, as the logs showed signs of wear, they 


were lined with copper. These troughs were 
replaced with suitable iron pipes carried 
Gown along the external walls. The roof 
itself, which, under a fresh coat of paint, ap- 
peared to be in good condition, was found to 
* be In such bad shape as to require almost 
entire renewal. 

In short, it was necessary to reconstruct 
Sia imterior of the White house from base- 
ment to attic in order to secure comfort, 
safety, and the mecessary sanitary condi- 
tions. A fair idea of the extent to which it 

was necessary to carry the work of recon- 
struction may be seen with reference to the 
accompanying pilates.” 

A detailed statement of the expenditures 
will be sent to congress later, but the report 
“phows that the aggregate was within the 
$475,000 appropriated by congress, and a 
small balance is available for additional fur- 


nishings.

eign nations. The treaties now before the 
senate are all untouched. They are not dead, 
exactly, but have been in a comatose condi- 
tion since the beginning of the congress.

Cuba 
has been given independence, and has ceded 
to the United States a naval station and coal- 
ing port, which were the last features to 
satisfy the conditions of the Platt amend- 
ment. A treaty was also ratified to purchase 
the Danish West Indies, and, although Den- 
mark finally failed to take similar action, the 


purpose of the American Seaencan was 
clearly established. 

Commercial reciprocity Cuba Is still 
hanging in the balance. It been before 
the Fifty-seventh congress during its entire 


life, and it, too, goes as a legacy to t%e Fifty- 
eighth congress, with reasonable assurances 
that the senate will ratify the Cubaa treaty 
within a few weeks. 

With regard to the insular possessions the 
Fifty-seventh congress has‘ done most of its 
duties. Civil government was provided for 
the Philippine islands, and this has been sup- 
plemented by a stable currency system. A 
moderate tariff bill for the Philippines has 
thus far failed of passing, and is probably 
in a hopeless condition, owing to the oppo- 
sition of certain protected interests in this 
country. 

Temporary government also recently

Some excellent legislation has been enacted 
also in the direction of maintaining and im- 
proving the standard of American citizen- 
ship.

A 
new immigration law is now in conference, 
and, while it fails to apply an educational 
standard, it is at least an excellent adminis- 
trative measure, and strengthens the hands 
of the immigration bureau. In the same line 
of these efforts of the federal government 
to protect ‘the states is the reorganization 
of the marine hospital service and the es- 
tablishment of a national quarantine system. 


While the fifty-seventh congress has paid 
more than usual attention to building up the 
navy and perfecting the organization of the 
army, it has at the same passed a much 
needed general militia law, which will give 
the volunteers uniform equipment and put 
them more directly under the control of the 
national government. In the same line with 
this action is the passage of a general staff 
law, which gives the regu army better 
centralization and more nearly equips it for 
systematic work.

During the period of the fifty-seventh con- 
gress money has been freely appropriated 
providing for the restoration of the White 
house and the erection of a temporary office 
building for the president! of the United 
States. This congress has been showing its 
purpose to spend public money for the erec- 
tion of government buildings at all centers 
of population, and more has been done in this 
direction than during any pther two ‘years 
in the history of the 


It will also be ait dowh to the credit of 
the fifty-seventh congress that it removed 
from the statute books every reminder of 
the war taxes and that it has not by any af- 
firmative action at least increased the bur- 
dens of the people, either by way of customs 
or internal revenue taxation. 

Taken altogether, the subjects mentioned,

Washington, D. C., March 1,—Both houses 
of congress were in session today. The sem 
ate Matened to eulogies on recently deceased 
members, while the house passed the district 
of Columbia appropriation bill In the face of 
democratic filibustering,. and advanced the 
Alaskan homestead bill to the poim where a 
vote will be taken as soon as the house con- 
venes at o'clock tomorrow. . 

Although it was Sunday by the calendar it 
will still Thursday, Feb. 26, according to 
pardamemtary fiction. The democrats put a 
block ip the legislative wheel at every oppor- 
‘tunity, and it required efx roll calls to ac- 
complish what was done today. Large 
crowds watched the proceedings from the 
galleries. | 

When the house convened the democrats 
delayed .proceedings by insisting on a quo- 
rum. The conference report on the District 
of Columbia bill was taken up, and after 
considerable democratic obstruction was 
agreed to by a vote of 144 to 58. 

There was another roll call on ordering the 
previous question on the Alaska homestead 
bill, which was presented by Mr. Lacey 
{rep., la.]. A half dozen points of order 
raised by the democrats were ruled out, and 
the chair declined to entertain all appeals 
on the ground that they were dila . At 
8:55 p. m. the house recessed until 11 o'clock 
tomorrow morning, with the motion to adopt 
the conference report on. the Alaskan bill 
pending. 


Preparing for Bmorgencics. 

A resolution introduced by Representative 
Dalzell and referred to the committee on 
rules provides for a joint resolution to con- 
tinue appropriations in the event of the fail- 
ure of any of the supply bills to pass at this 
session. While there is time within which 
to pass all the appropriation bills, under the 
conditions now existing in the houge the 
conference reports*must be accepted in 
whole by that branch. | 

It is reported that there is a disposition 
on the part of the conferees on one or two 
of the appropriation bills not to yield, and 
the aim of the resolution introduced today is 
to provide against the contingency of a dis- 
agreement, of any conference committee. 

Representative Shattuck, chairman of the 
immigration committee, introduced a reso- 
lution for the consideration of the immigra- 
tion bill reported from the senate. Another 
resolution introduced by Representative 
Gibson of the house committee on invalid 
“pensions contemplates a rule for the con- 
sideration of pension bills amended in the 
senate, under which only a motion to concur 
will be in order. 


Democrats to Filibuster. 

The democrats of the house have decided 
to prosecute their filibuster until congress 
expires by limitation at noon March 4, and 
the three remaining days of the session, 
therefore, promise to be largely repetitions 
of the last three—that is, all business will 
have to be transacted in the face of every 
obstacle which the minority can interpose. 
But even by the laborious processes to which 
the majority will be put, it is believed ample 
time remains to get through the conference 
reports on the remaining five appropriation 
bills. 

There is slim chance for much beyond that, 
so far as the house is concerned. Twenty- 
seven bills with senate amendments are on 
the speaker’s table. One or two of these may 
get through, but the great majority are 
doomed to die where they are. 

The one bill in which the republican lead- 
ers are pa larly interested is the Aldrich 
financial bill, and if it comes.over from the 
senate a way will be found, probably through 
the operation of a special rule, secure ac- 
tion on it. 

It is believed that the immigration bill 
which passed the senate yesterday in amend- 
ed form also will be acted on.

1 don’t care to look at him any 
more.” Knapp said: ‘‘Il am just as sorry 
as can be that little Emma is dead. Shehad 
eyes and hair like yours.”’

Knapp’s Family Divided. | 

Cincinnati, O., March 1.—[Special.]—Since 
it has been decided to bring Alfred A. Knapp, 
the self-confessed wife murderer, to trial as 
quickly as possible, the family of the accused 
has divided into two parties. The only point 
the two sides agree upon is that he is insane. 

It appears that Knapp’s brother-in-law, E. 
F.. King, was the moving factor in the man’s 
arrest for mnunderris his third wife, Hannah 
Goddard. 

After killing his ira wife in Hamilton on 
the morning of Dec, 22, Alfred Knapp, on the 
night of that date, called on his brother-in- 
law, King, in Cincinnati and inquired if his 
wife had been there. King had suspected 
Alfred of former murders, but on account of 
the appeals of the family was restrained from 
calling the attention of officers to the cases. 


King Tells His Suspicions. 

When it came to disappearance of wife 
number three neither Mr. nor Mrs. King 
could suppress their suspicions. Hannah 
Goddard had lived with them and (wae re- 
garded as a daughter. 

King told of his suspicions, and, accom- 
panied by Detective Eugene Rankin of Cin- 
cinnati, went to Hamilton, and after seeing 
Mr. Goddard and others communicated with 
Capt. Lenehan of the Hamilton police, who 
arrested Knapp in Indianapolis the next day, 
and the same night Knapp confessed, | 

It is said here that King had his suspicions 

confirmed recently by Knapp’s mother, who 
got a letter from her son telling about his 
crimes and that the aged mother told all so 
as to prevent Alfred from murdering his 
fourth wife, who is now in Indianapolis. 
‘All possible efforts were made here to get 
this letter and others, but it is believed that 
Mrs. Wenzel, Knapp’s sister, is correct in 
insisting that Alfred’s letters were burned.

BOLIVIA ASKS FOR HELP 


SOUTH AMERICAN REPUBLIC 
FEARS WAR WITH BRAZIL 


United States Government Appealed 
Te to Use Its Good Offices to Prevent 
an Armed Confict Over the Acre 
Territory Dispute — American Syn- 
dicate Claims Valuable Concessions 
in Rubber Forests of the Disputed 


Districts. 


Washington, D. C., March 1.—[Spectal. 
It is understood that Bolivia will appeal to 
the United States government to use its good 
offices to prevent war between Bolivia and 
Brazil over the Acre territorial dispute. 
When Brazil first demanded that its troops 
be permitted to occupy provisionally a part 
of the valuable area in controversy Bolivia 
made a similar appeal to the United States. 
Brazil, however, declined to permit any out- 
side interference. After that Bolivia agreed 
to the provisional occupation of the section 
as demanded. Brazil has now increased its 
demands, and Bolivia, feeling that refusal 
on its part will cause an invasion of its own 
territory by Brazilian troops, looks to the 
United States as ita only salvation in the 
present crisis. | 

It was learned today that the additional 
demand of Brazil is not merely for the pro- 
visional possession of another third of the 
Acre territory, as stated in the dispatches 
printed this morning, but for the entire re- 
maining area of the disputed region. 

The original demand of Brazil was that 
it be permitted to occupy 34,000 square miles, 
‘or about one-third.of the Acre country, pend- 
ing settlement by arbitration of the contro- 
versy. | 

The trouble between Brazil and Bolivia 
over the ownership of the Acre territory 
became acute when Bolivia granted a con- 
cession to asyndicate of Americansand Eng- 
ligshmen to exploit a portion of the region 
containing extensive forests of rubber trees. 
Brazil disputed Bolivia’s right to do this and 
adopted measures which placed an embargo 
on the exportation of crude rubber from the 
region in which the syndicate wasoperating. 
An offer has now been made by Brazil to the 
syndicate to pay it anindemnity in full settle- 
ment of all rights conferred upon it by the 
Bolivian concession. Sir Martin Conway, 
the head of the syndicate, is now on his way 
to this country from England for the purpose 
of consulting with his American associates 
in regard to Brazil's pecuniary offer. 


FORCED TO READ PARTY PAPER.

Area Covered at Memphis by the 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 1.—With every tribu- 
tary of the Allegheny and Monogahela rivers 
pouring: torrents into the two streams and 
rushing down to the point where they con- 
verge to form the Ohio, hundreds of Pitts- 
burg families either had to abandon their 
homes.or seek the upper stories. Mills in 
the low lying levels throughout the coun- 
ty, numbering between fifty and sixty, were 
flooded, and $8,375 men are thrown idle for 
four or five days with a loss in wages of 
more than $326,748, 

The flood was general throughout west- 
ern Pennsylvania, the streams every where 
overfiowing their banks and causing more 
or less damage to houses and farms. In 
Pittsburg cellars and basements of business 
houses which are in the general flood belt 
were inundated, while in Allegheny two rail- 
roads were temporarily stopped. 


Crest of Flood Is Passing. 

The highest stage reached by the swoll 
rivers at Pittsburg was 29.4 feet at the go 
ernment dam at Herr’s island. This was at 
6 o'clock in the evening. It became sta- 
tionary at that mark and gradually began 
to subside. Three hours later the yecord 
at this point was 29.1 feet. 

The Market street gauge at 8 o'clock showed 
the highest point reached by the Monon- 
gahela river to be 28.6 feet. In an hour after 
it had fallen little over oneinch. The goy- 
ernment gauge at Davis island dam, five 
miles below the city, showed the highest 
stage to be 26.5 feet at 9 o'clock, when the 
waters were stationary. From that time the 
flood began to fall. 

Soon after daylight the water took posses- 
sion of the point districts in Pittsburg and 
came up almost into Penn avenue. River 
men took early. precautions to place shipping 
under safe control and as a result property 
of this character suffered comparatively lit-

That 
he has technical equipment such as fits him 
to perform any pianistic task he sets him- 
self was amply demonstrated yesterday, but 
he never uses this power to astonish or im- 
press his hearers. He is one of the few 
virtuosi of the present day who has the cour- 
age to play slowly. 

The Beethoven sonata—the E flat major, 
op.

evils of our industrial and social system and 
what are the remedies in sight?”’ | 

“'The labor organizations,’’ Prof. Gray 
said, * are not only a safeguard to the inter- 
ests of laborers, but, under present circum- 
stances, are necessary to prevent a. genéral 
lowering of social and economic conditions. 

‘‘ Dr. Hillis, in his speech before the manu- 
fatturers’ association, severely arraigned 
labor unions for their acts of violence. I 
do not say that what Dr. Hillis said is not 
true, but in view of the number of deaths and 
physical injuries to working people for 
which industries are responsible, it is out 
of place to lay such emphasis on the small 
number of cases of violence. Dr. Hills 
merely emphasized the minor evil as the 
greater - one. ~| | 

‘Under the compétitive system, where em- 
ployers are driven hard and competition is 
severe, the pressure to drive workingmen is 
correspondingly keen. Asa result of this and 
the concentration of wealth and energy, cer- 
tain great evils grow up. | 

‘‘ The phases that seem to be tappalling 
at this stage are tendency to increase child 
labor and the insanitary conditions which 
carry off many workmen. Another mani- 
festation is the enormous number of acci- 
dental deaths and physical injuries to work- 
ing people. America is the only country 
that has not-wrestled with that difficulty in 
an adequate way. Nearly all European na- 
tions H&ve established complete systems of 
insurance of working people against acci- 
dent, sickness, and old age.

QUESTIONS FOR THE COURT, 
Associate Justice Brewer of the United 
‘States Supreme court summarizes in the 
March number of Scribner’s the most im- 
portant questions which appear likely to 
arise and to be pressed upon the attention of 
the court of which he is a member. The 
article would be more interesting if the 
_<vriter would tell how the questions he speci- 
fies are likely to be decided, but that he can- 
not do, for it would not be becoming in a 
judge to say too much about matters he may 
- have to pass on, and because, when the court 
‘finally reaches some of the questions men- 
tioned, its personnel may be changed so 
much that the decision will be different from 
‘what it would be if rendered by the court 
‘as itis. Old judges go and hew judges, who 
think differently on many subjects, replace 
them. 

The important matters which the Supreme 
court is to pass upon are divided by Justice 
Brewer into four classes. The first em- 
‘braces questions growing out of controver- 
sies between capital and labor, the second 
‘those which will arise from the movement in 
the direction of increasing national power 
at the expense of the powers of the states, 
the third those arising out of the new insular 
possessions, and the fourth those which will 
_“Fesult from closer and more extensive rela- 

tions with the other nations of the earth. 
‘The purpose of the framers of the consti- 
tution, says Justice Brewer, was to give the 
freest scope to individual action. They had 
‘darge notions of individual liberty and a 
jealousy of governmental power. Since 
their day the relations of employer and em- 
_ployé have been changed materially. Ma- 
chinery, the concentration of capital, and the 
_organization of labor have so modified the 
“{ndustrial situation that legislation is de- 
manded which conflicts with the theories of 
‘the fathers of the republic. They believed 
“freedom of personal action was the inalien- 
“able right of every person. Today argu- 


‘ ments are advanced in favor of compulsory 


sarbitration, which would limit the personal 
freedom of employer and employé. Should 
“a compulsory arbitration law be enacted,

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

Tomorrow the judiciary committee of the 
state senate will consider the constitutional 
amendment -whose ratification means 80 
much to Chicago. Friends of the measure 
will explain its provisions to the committee, 
although an explanation hardly is needed. 
The subject has been under ‘discussion for 
some time. There is‘nobody in Chicago 
who does not know, and there are not many 
persons in the state at large who have not 
been informed, that Chicago is so hampered 
and fettered by the restrictions of the con- 
stitution thet it cannot have a proper form 
of government, that it cannot provide iteelf 
with the necessaries of municipal Hife, and 
that its progress is retarded and the inter- 
ests of its citizens injuriously affected. In- 
directly the interests of all Illinoisans suf- 
fer, for the welfare of the city and the 
state are indissolubly united. 

The amendment contemplates the consol!- 
dation of distinct governments operating 
within the same territory, to the end that 
greater economy and efficiency in adminis- 
tration may be secured. | It will enlarge the 
borrowing capacity of the city and enable 
it to make improvements which are neces- 
sary but which cannot be had under existing 
conditions. It will make possible the aboli- 
tion of a justice court system which is op- 
pressive to the poor anda mockery of justice. 

The amendment, if ratified, will conflict 
with the rights of no locality and of no indi- 
viduals, It will not force upon the people 
of the city and county anything they do not 
want, for they are to determine what shall 


| be done under the amendment... It simply 


gives local popular sovertignty a broader 
scope thanitheagyow. Dietrustful residents 
of county--towns mey tell the legislature 
that danger for them lurks in the constitu- 
tional amendment. That is not the case. 
Their rights are amply protected. Through 
excess of suspicion they would defeat a 
measure essential to the well being of Chi- 
cago—anmd of the county towns, which are 
the most prosperous when the city is most 
flourishing. | 

A refusal of;the general assembly to sub- 
mit the new charter amendment to the 
voters of the state will be a calamity indeed. 
It will postpone the day of relief from almost 
unendurable conditions by two years. It 
will force the city to struggle along as best 
it may without money, without needed im- 
provements, and with @ clumsy, expensive, 
inefficient. system of local administration. 
The legislature, familiar as it is with the 
urgent needs of Chicago, surely will not dis- 
regard its appeal for relief. 

‘THE GOVERNMENT BUILDING. 

The passage by the house of representa- 
tives of the omnibus public buildings bill 
sends it to a conference committee with .a 
reasonable certainty of its becoming a law. 
This means that the limit of cost of the Chi- 
cago government building will be raised 
from $4,000,000 to $4,750,000, and it will 
be possible to complete the interior in ac- 
cordance with the original plans. Marble 
and bronze will be used instead of stucco 
and plaster. There will not be a cheap in- 
terior, contrasting offensively with a hand- 
some exterior. 

As the opposition in the house to the pro- 
viston for the proper completion of the post- 
office building was feeble and fruitless, Chi- 
‘cagoans take a more lenient view than they 
otherwise would of the peculiar attitude of 
Representative Mann. |The other members

As resentative Mann 
intimated, his course in the matter has not 
met with the approval of his constituents 
or of any Chicagoans.

DEMOCRATIC INCON SISTENCY. . 

The Aldrich bill to regulate the deposit of 
public funds in the banks was debated in 
the senate on Saturd It met with little 
favor among the de ts. They pre- 
tended to discover in it a dangerous exten- 
sion of the powers of the secretary of the 
treasury and opportunities for “ gross favor- 
itism.”’ 

The attitude of the democratic opponents 
of the bill is irrational. The measure is de- 
signed to cure evils which they have long 
complained of, and yet they reject a remedy 
when it comes in the form of republican 
legislation. Democrats have contended that 
the frequent congestion of money in the 
treasury is harmful to the business interests 
of the country. No doubt that is the case. 
The Aldrich bill will relieve that congestion, 
but democratic senators act as if they did 
not wish it to be relieved. They prefer it 
to continue so that the republican party may 
be blamed for its continuance. 

It has been asserted by. the democrats 
that the great banks in the great cities have 
been specially favored in the matter of de- 
posits of public moneys. They have argued 
that there should hea moregenera! distribu- 
tion of deposits. That is really impossible 
so long as none but ernment bonds are 
accepted as security, for the great banks 
alone can get them. Under the Aldrich bill, 
which allows other than government bonds 
to be used as security, the surplus funds of 
the government may he spread throughout 
the country. Yet the Aldrich bill is unac- 
ceptable to most democratic senators. 

There has been much democratic denunci- 
ation of the practice of letting banks have 
the use of government funds without the 
payment of interest. The Aldrich bill makes 
provision for the payment of interest on de- 


cratic opposition. Its enactment into a law 
would deprive the democrats of some cher- 
ished occasions for fault finding. For that 
reason they oppose it, though they should 
support it heartily. 


STILL SCHEMING FOR A SUBSIDY. 

The man whose bill for the payment of a 
revolutionary war French  spcliations 
claim has been defeated in one congress after 
another never is discpuraged.

MORE SCHOOL DAYS NEEDED. 
(ducation, Mr. Ditzbacher has assured 
us, is not an “all powerful panacea.” If 
it isn’t an all powerful panacea, ft probably 
ish’tany panacea atall. Few persons have 
ever said it was. Still fewer persons, how- 
ever, would be willing to try to maintain 
that it wes icf no sense and to no degree a 
remedy. ‘The opposition to house bill 287 
in the Illinois state legisiature ought there- 
foretobefeeble 
Sixteen weeks a year from the age of 7 
to the age of 14 is the present schoo! re- 
quirement in this state. House bill 287 will 
make a change, a radical and a useful 
change. It will provide that between the 
ages of 7 and 14 a child must have instruc- 
tion during the entire annual session of the 
school which he is attending, said session 
to include at least 110 teaching days. 
_ The results will be two. First, the child 
will learn more. There is not much danger, 
meanwhile, that in 7 years the child will 
learn too much. Second, the child will be 
prevented from having such a long vacation 
that his parents are tempted to set him at 
work in store, office, or factory before he 
has reached the legal age. At present many 
children complete the compulsory term of 
sixteen weeks and then either run wild or 
sneak into employment. Neither of these 
ways of killing time is without evil conse- 
quences. The right régime for children 
under 14 is a good deal of instruction and a 
good deal of play. One hundred and ten 
days of instruction per annum will not be 
toomuch. Twenty-two weeks of school will 
hardly be of any serious injury to any or- 
dinary child. And a twenty-two week 
school year will be better than a sixteen 
week school year by just the additional six 
weeks during which the factory will be im- 
possible. |

ING EDWARD’S action In conferring 
the grand cross of the order of St. 
| Michael and- St. George upon Sir 
Michael Herbert, who only received 
the knight commandership—that is to 
say, the second class of this order—last 
autumn, constitutes a striking demonstra- 
tion of the falsity of those stories circulated 
throughout the length and breadth of this 
country to the effect that the authorities in 
England were discontented with their am- 
bassador’s conduct of the negotiations with 
Minister Bowen in connection with the Vene- 
gsuelan imbroglio. 

Far from being dissatisfied, the king, as 
well as Lord Lansdowne, appreciates the 
manner in which he has managed to extri- 
cate his government from this unfortunate 
controversy without forfeiting any of that 
American good will and friendly feeling 
towards England which the late Lord 
Pauncefote had so successfully labored to 
create, alike In administrative circles and 
among the public at large. Sir Michael's 


has likewise earned the approval of the for- 
eign office, and he has thus fully justified 
the selection made of him for the post of 
ambassador to the United States last sum- 
mer, when he was promoted at one bound 
over the heads of so many of his seniors in 
the service. 

Today he is, by nearly twenty years, not 
merely the youngest of Great Britain's am- 
bassadors, but also the youngest of the 
knights of the grand cross of the order of 
St. Michael and of St. George. 
new distinction, unlike so many honors that 
are conferred, is certain to meet with wide- 
spread satisfaction, instead of arousing senti- 
ments of carping criticism and insinuations 
as to court influence, for he has inherited 
from his gifted father, Sydney Herbert, who 
died as Lord Herbert of Lea, that wonderful 
faculty of making friends of all those with 
whom he is brought into contact, and no one 
grudges him the good things that come to 
him, 


Leo. XIIL, by appointing Mgr. Stanley 
as coadjutor to Cardinal Vaughan, arch- 
bishop of Westminster, has deprived himself 
of-one of the most popular members of his 
household and the Londo Times of one of 
its best informed foreign correspondents. 
For, whereas the Times has a resident cor- 
respondent in the Eternal City, who is treat- 
ed with marked consideration by the Italian 
government, and whose dispatches and let- 
ters are naturally flavored with a sympathy 
for the Quirinal, Lord Stanley of Alderiey’s 
younger brother Algernon, who for many. 
years past has been a domestic prelate of. 
the pope and one of the most influential 
members of his court, has been credited with 
sending the Times d@spatches and letters 
from within the vatican, which of course 
served to account for the fact that often on 
the foreign page of the London Times would 
be found two separate dispatches from 
Rome, taking a diametrically opposite view 
from one another. 

Mer. Staniey, who as coadjutor will, ac- 
cording to the new rules, have the right of 
succession to Cardinal Vaughan as archbish- 
op of Westminster and as primate of the 
Roman Catholic church in Great Britain, 
like the late Cardinal Manning and so many 
other English Roman Catholic prelates, 
started out in life as a clergyman of the 
Church of England after being educated at 
Rugby and at Cambridge, and wascurate for 
some years of St. Mary’s, Soho, and rector 
of the church of the Holy Cross at St. Pan- 
crasi in London. Then he ‘verted and in 
short order was attached to the papal house~- 
hold. 

The appointment is likely to give a good 
deal of satisfaction to the Roman Catholic 
community in England. For there it is com- 
posed to a great extent of the cultured 
classes—that is to say, of the old county 
families and the old aristocracy—which nat- 
urally prefer a prelate of their own caste to 
exercise spiritual rule over them to am arch- 
bishop of such radical tendencies as the 
late Cardinal Manning. 

Mer. Stanley, by the way, is a brother-in- 
law of Lady Jeune, whose first husband was 
his brother, and he is consequently an uncle 
of Mrs. Brodrick, the bride of the secretary 
of state for war. Another brother of Mer. 
Stanley is the Hon. Lyulph Stanley, who is 
wel! known on this side of the Atlantic, and 
who has achieved a good deal of distinction 
in parliament in connection with educational 
questions. 


Cecil Spring-Rice, who spent a number of 
vears in this country as secretary of the 
British embassy at Washington, and who 
has for some time past been stationed at 
Cairo as commissioner of the Egyptian debt, 
with a salary of $10,000 a year, has now been 
appointed first secretary to the British em- 
bassy at St. Petersburg, and will doubtless 
receive ere long in conjunction therewith 
the rank of minister plenipotentiary. He 
is one of the favorites of the foreign office, 
having been in turn private secretary to the 
late Lord Granville and to Lord Rosebery, 
and is a grandson of the first Lord Mont- 
eagle of the present creation, whose peerage, 
I may add, has no connection, save that of 
name, with the former Lords Monteagle, 
who were not Spring-Rices’ but Stanleys, 
one of whom played a notable rdéle in connec- 
tion with the gunpowder plot in the reign of 
King James LI. 

In order to, understand the sudden aban- 
donment by Mr. Bromley-Davenport and 
other of the relatives and friends of Col. 
Kinloch of their project of bringing before 
the house of commons his removal from the 
command of the Grenadier guards in connec- 
tion with the recent ‘‘ ragging’’ scandal in 
that regiment, it should be explained that 
in the English army an officer has no legal 
redress whatsoever for arbitrary dismissal, 
for the crown—that is to say, the sovereign— 
has the legal power to dismiss any one from 
the army or navy at his will. According to 
the Manual of Military Law, issued by the 
war department, a dismissed officer cannot 
invoke the aid of the courts of law. He has 
agreed to subject himself to military regu- 
lations in this respect, and must take the 
consequences. Nor can the deprivation of 
rank or the reduction or deprivation of mil- 
itary pay be remedied by a court of law. 
From 1866 to 1869 a Col. Dawkins brought 
a series of actions against his commander, 
Lord Rokeby, and against another of his 
commanders, Lord Paulet, for what thay had 
said and written about him and his fitness 
to command in military courts of inquiry 
and reports, and it was then the law was 
settled as now laid down by the manual. 

No steps taken in parliament or in law 
could therefore compel the crown to rein- 
state Col. Kinloch. But the king has it in 
his power to restore him to his rank and 
-command at any time that he sees fit, and 
this he will probably do at an early date, as 
there is no doubt that this gallant officer has 
been treated with undue harshness. 

One of the most entertaining features of 
the scandal isthe violent attack of Winston 
Churchill upon Col. Kinloch and the prac- 
tice of “ ragging’’ during the course of a 
political address the other day at Newcastle. 
For I oan recall that Winston Churchill 
while a subaltern of the Fourth Hussars 
was the ringleader of a “ragging”’ affair, 
which aroused a good deal of noise at the 
time, and which led the unfortunate victim 
of the young Officers to leave the army. 
Winston Churchill and his fellow “ raggers "’ 
narrowly escaped court martial and being 
cashiered.

What opportunities in the business or pro- 
fessional world are open to these graduates? 
In what direction are the opportunities the 
greatest? What particular trades or pro- 
fessiéns offer the best chance for ambitious 
youth of good education? In other words, 
‘What shall the high school graduate do 
with himself?” . | 

Does it pay the boy or girl who does not 

expect to enter elgel the professions to

school education a help to a man or woman 
in business or working at a trade? 

These inquiries addressed to men prominent 
in many lines of trade have been almost uni- 
versally answered in the affirmative. Most 
of the men at the head of organized labor in

while a high school education is not essen- 
tion to success in their line yet, other things 
being equal, it is the man with such an edu- 
cation who is most likely to find advancement 
either in the trade itself or in some line al- 
lied with it. 

As a matter of fact, however, hardly more 
than one out of every forty children who en- 
ter the first grade in the public schools of 
Chicago graduates from the high school. 
The figures are startling. During the school 
year of 1900-’01, for instance, the number of 
children in the first grade of the public 
schools of the city was 47,410; by the time the 
fifth grade was reached practically half of 
them had dropped out, the number remain- 
ing being 24,013. When the eighth grade 
was reached the number of pupils was but 
9,987—almost four-fifths of the number en- 
tering having dropped out. And the graduat- 
ing class this year, as already stated, will 
be approximately 1,307, or a survival of only 
a fraction more than one in every forty. 

Either, then, the parents of the average 
child, who is expecting to go to work at 
some trade or in business, do not feel that a 
high school education will be of sufficient 
benefit to justify the expense and time re- 
quired; or else their circumstances are such 
that they donot feel able to keep their chil- 
dren at school after they are able to work and 
earn even an apprentice’s wages. 

What becomes of all the children who 
drop out of the public schools before reach- 
ing the grammar grades? This isa pertinent 
question, because there is apparently a grave 
discrepancy between the number of children 
at work, as shown by the reports of the 
state factory inspector, and the much larger 
number who are dropped from the rolls of 
the public schools after spending only three 
or four years in “ gaining an education.” 

‘The report of the state factory inspector 
for 1901 shows a total of a little less than 
20,000 children at work in factories all over 
the state, while from the statistics of the pub- 
lic schools it would seem that 20,000 chil- 
dren drop out of school in Chicago alone 
each year somewhere between the first and 
the fifth grades. Of course some of these 
20,000 children die and others move away, 
but if the great majority of them do not go 
to work, what does become of them? And 
if they do go to work, why does not the re- 
port of the state fattory inspector show a 
much larger number than 20,000 at work in 
the whole state—since once a child has gone 
to work it is likely to remain a worker until 
and after it reaches manhood?

About 25 per cent of the graduates of this 
school attend various technical and profe 
sional colleges after their graduation and 
the remaining 10 per cent take up various 
clerical occupations. 


Of the twelve boys who will graduate 
from the Jefferson High school next June 
five will attend a university, five will go inte 
business, having taken the high sched 
courses in bookkeeping, stenography, ete, 
with that object in view. The other tw@ 
boys expect to study medicine. 

Of the twenty-eight girls in. the graduat 
ing class six will attend a university, tw 
will go into normal school, seven will go int@ 
business from the high school busines# 
courses, three will study music as a profe® 
sion, three will attend a medica! school, 
the other seven have no particular plans. 

For several years about 30 per cent of the 
graduates of this School have gone later te 
some university or professional school, 
per cent have gone directly into business) 
the remaining 30 per cent are hard to ae 
count for specifically. Some of the girls 
have married; some of the boys are work 
ing at some trade, where their high school 
training in mathematics is useful to them 
The others have simply drifted out of touch 
with the school authorities. . 

“Frem our statistics,” writes Principal 
Charies A. Cook, “ I can prove that our most 
successful graduates are those who go inte 
lines of work in which their high 
studies come into play to the greatest at 
gree.”’ 

Haif of the twenty boys in the graduating 
class at the South Chicago High school will 
go to some university or technical school 
The remaining ten will enter business an@ 
trades or are wéthout definite plans. Of the 
twenty-eight girls in the class eight will g? 
away to college and six will attend a normal 
school, with the idea of preparing themeelve® 
to serve as teachers in the public echoos 
The plans of the others are not definite.

‘LEGISLATION WILL NOT INCREASE 
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. TREASURY SURPLUS. 


Secretary; Already Doing What the 


Aldrich Bill Proposes—Whelesale 
Trade More Active—Poor Quality of 
Corn Arrivals and Light Coatract 
Stocks Excite Apprehension on the 
Part of May Shorts and Market Has 
Fair Advance. 


Whether the Aldrich bill shall be passed or 
not the outlook for money is steady to firm 
during the summer months and with prob- 
ably high rates in the fall. .The Aldrich bill 
could not add anything to the surplus cash 
in the United States treasury, and that is the 
only source from which additional money 
can come in the way of government deposits. 

It must not be forgotten that the United 


‘States treasury has loaned out now vetween 


$20,000,000 and $30,000,000 with bonds other 
than “ governments” as security. In other 
words, the secretary of the treasury is doing 
at this time all the Aldrich bill would give 
him permission to do, for he has not yet 
called in the-deposits secured by municipal 
and other bonds. He has loaned out to the 
banks at this time altogether $150,000,000. 
There is some excess in the treasury over the 
ordinary amount of free working capital, 


“but it is not sufficient materially to influence 


the money market. Following his action 
last-fall the secretary of the treasury could 


(deposit this additional surplus without au- 
‘thority from the Aldrich bill. 


We have a 
firm mohey market at this time, with the 
same amount of government funds on deposit 
that the secretary put out last fall. The 

question arises, therefore, where is the sec- 

retary going to get money even if the Aldrich 
bill were passed? 

It might be said that a further substitution 
of bonds other than governments to secure 
aeposits might be made. Then it would bea 
question whether the banks chose to use the 
governments released to take out new circu- 
lation. The restriction to $3,000,000 a month 
in retiring circulation stands as a deterrent, 
though this clause may be repealed with the 
adoption of the Aldrich bill. But the high 
price and scarcity of governments still oper- 
ates nst their free use for circulation. 
This fact is evidenced by the existing one 
that the only way the present moderate ex- 
pansion of circulation could be effected was 
through freeing governments as security for 
deposits and substituting therefor other 


bonds.

Wholesale Demands Enlarged. — 


The advent of milder weather during th 
last week operated to enlarge demand in 
wholesale lines, the only restriction to trade 
generally being the continued difficulties in- 
cident to transportation and the breaking 
up of the country roads, which latter was, in 
some sections, a sufficient barrier to the re- 
tail business to materially affect the volume 
of transactions. Marked gains over the cor- 
responding period in 1902 were shown in 
many lines, and in none was there a decrease 
in the amount of business done. 

In dry goods and kindred lines consid- 
eradle activity was manifested and many 
retail buyers were replenishing stocks, de- 
pleted long before the usual time. The 
gratifying condition of country buyers giv- 
ing first attention to dress fabrics and acces- 
sories of high’ grade still/ prevails, and the 
feature is espécially noticeable in the market 
selling of all kinds of wash fabrics and white 
goods. In most cases purchasers are not 
willing to wait for deliveries in the usual 
time, but demand immediate shipment of all 
merchandise selected in the open market. 
Prices are gradually advancing, silks and 
cotton goods being especially strong. 

In the wholesale groceries the steady de- 
mand of some weeks past did not abate, but 
showed an increase. The volume of busi- 
ness of the week was far in excess of that 
of the corresponding period last year. Re- 
ports of traveling salesmen, as well as the 
disposition of visiting merchants to pur- 
chase in heavier quantities than formerly, 
point to a spring trade beyond any so far 
recorded. Prices as a rule were not changed, 
but there is a firmness to the market en- 
couraging to wholesalers in that it does not 
act to restrict trade in the least. Some diffi- 
culties existed in the matter of transporta- 
tion, and receipts from foe east were de- 
layed to a point where ¢ iderable incon- 
venience was caused. 

The strength gained during the period of 
extreme cold weather was lost last week, and 
the tone of the coal market was barely 
steady. Prices an bituminous ranged from 
50c to 75ic per ton lower, with large supplies 
at hand. A serious n of coal on 
track exists, the belt line roads not being 
able to handle the cars arriving, and the de- 
mand having fallen off to actual and imme- 
diate requirements. In consequence, much 
high priced fuel is on the hands of shippers, 
with no immediate prospect of sale. In an- 
thracite the situation is different, the quan- 
tity arriving not being heavy. Onaccount of 
the difficulties of eastern transportation, both 
anthracite and bituminous coals have been 
much delayed in arriving, and the result in 
the former has been to keep prices above the 
level expected from the amount produced at 
the mines, and actually consigned to this 
market. In a retail way, prices held around 
$7.50 per ton, but some dealers were receiving 
$8.50, and a few sales were reported at as 
high as $9.00. 

In the paint and color trade February was 
utilized to make preparations for the spring 
business, which is expected to be enormous. 
‘The year gives every promise of being a 
record breaker, and the activities of grinders 
and wholesalers, based on positive informa- 
tion as to prevailing conditions, indicate a 


preparation for business such as was never |. 


before experienced. White lead has increased 
in price and other staples of the trade are on 
a firm basis. In drugs and chemicals there 
was a good demand from outside retailers. 
Prices are generally tending upward, opium, 
cod liver oil, and the essential oils already 
having advanced. In some lines values are 
so unsettled as to cause daily quotations to 
be made, blue vitrio) being an instance. 


Lumber Trade in Good Condition. _ 
The lumber trade of the week was in ex- 
cellent condition and stocks moved freely, 
the only impediment being the continued 
scarcity of cars. A large demand for manu- 
facturing purposes existed and yard trade 
was spirited for the season, being especially 
heavy in northern pine. So confident are con- 
sumers that the present level of high prices 
will not be abated, at least for some time to 
come, that many are laying in spring sup- 
plies, not usually bought until long after 
this date. The new prices of hemlock, adopt- 
ed Feb. 10, generally haye been maintained. 
Long hemlock piece stuff, 18 foot and over, 
is reported scarce, generally bringing $18.00 
to $18.50. The demand for poplar is good and 
supplies are ata low ebb. All stock arriving 
eagerly is taken at prices based at or close 
to $45.00 for inch firsts\and seconds. The 
local market is absorbing all of the Pacific 
coast lumber readily obtainable, a decided 
increase in movement having come within 
the last two or three weeks. 

A larger trade than ever before known is 
expected in all woods from the coast sec- 
tions during the present Season, and at good 
prices. Numerous orders for timbers and 
yard stock of southern) pine are being re- 
ceived. Trade in yellow! pine promises to be 
heavy, mills turning out immense amounts, 
and the same being hurried to this market 
as fast as cars can be obtained. Hardwood 
still continues the central figure of interest 
to the entire lumber world, producers, deal- 
ers, and consumers. It is stated that double 
the volume of business could be done in this 
line were transportation facilities normal and 
supplies at points of production on the level 


of former years. Stccks are generally nar- | 


rowing down at all lumber centers until there 
is little in the way of assortment to be had. 
Prices on all kinds and qualities of hardwood 
are strong and show every indication of ad- 
vance. 


Iron and Steel Villues Higher. 


Concerning the events of the 
of the week the Iron a aadaes coe 
says: There has beén a clear 
towards higher values, though, 
marked by the same keen demand which im- 
pelled prices upward last year. The potent 
influence in this advance is the higher cost 
of producfion, including! changes in the cost 
of material and labor and a general increase 
in transportation charges. The producing 
interests have also obtained a firmer control 
of the market, adding materially to its 
strength. Wire and wire nails have advanced 
$2 per ton, iron bars are quoted about $2 
higher, and bale ties are marked up 5 per 
cent. Pig iron is exhibiting conflicting 
symptoms, and its trend'cannot be accurate- 
ly foreseen. There is a certain degree of cau- 
tiousness among some buyers on account of 
the wage uncertainty, but actual consump- 
tion has not been adversely affected. 

Foreign billets and other forms of steel con- 
tinue to be sold in the Chicago market in 
fairly good quantities, an excellent evidence 
of both current demand and scarcity. The 
railroads were large buyers of all kinds of 
metal supplies and theirirequirements for the 
year will consume a heavy percentage of the 
production, to the lasting good of transpor- 
tation facilities. Quotations on pig iron 
ranged from $23.50 to $24.50. There was dur- 
ing the week the usual carload purchases and 
some sales of from 300 \to 500 tons, but the

Corn Leads in Activity. 


Most of the activity in the grain markets 


the last week has cente in corn, trade in 
which has been on a larger scale and the 
fluctuations wider than in wheat. The poor 
quality of the receipts in this market, prac- 
tically none of which have been grading con- 
tract, and the heavy rains through the corn 
belt which postponed the possibility of any 
improvement in the grading, besides threat- 
ening interference with the country move- 
ment, called attention to the small local 
stocks of contract grade, about 2,335,000 bu. 

The market had the sppport of various in- 
fluential intereste which appreciated the pos- 
sibility of making matters uncomfortable 
for short sellers, who have been feeling se- 
cure in the knowledge of a corn crop of 
2,500,000,000 bu, according to the government 
figures, and reports that country stations 
are full of corn waiting to come to this 
market as fast ae cars can be got to move it. 
The difficulties of their situation were also 
appreciated more and ‘more keenly by the 


shorts as the market advanced, and for sev- 


eral days there has been covering on a lib- 
eral scale. The dem of all sorts carried 
the May price up 2¢ to on Saturday, but 
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profit taking was on a liberal scale and there 
was a reaction at the elose to 47c, this a net 
gain of 1%c for the week. 

The May corn question is entirely a ques- 
tion of quality. The argument of those who 
are most persistently bullish is that the bulk 
of last year’s crop is excessively moist and 
poor in nutritive qualities, so that from 25 
to 100 per cent more of it is necessary to pro- 
duce ordinary results in feeding, and that 
corn of good quality will be scarce enough 
to command good prices all through the year. 

On the other hand, the shipping demand 
has been poor the last week and low grade 
corn has been preseed on the market at 
setadily declining prices, the bulk of the 
No. 4 corn-sold on Saturday going at over 
10c discount under the May. Only the fact 
that. its quality is exceptionally poor could 
prevent its use at such a discount in the 


drying houses, but the poor demand, even 


at the decline, is a fair indication it is not 
available to be turned into contract grade. 

Because of, its poor quality the winter 
shelled corn now arriving and now held at 
country stations is expected to cause trouble 
for its handlers when warm weather comes, 
and there were complaints from various 
points in Il[inois and Nebraska during the 
week of corn heating. The difficulty of get- 
ting cars has made the shipping demand 
appear poor, and no one feels certain what 
the situation would be if it were not for the 
railroad congestion. 

Uniess conditions change higher prices for 
the May delivery are possible, as there is 
supposed to be a large short interest. The 
shorts find some comfort in the fact that 
several different interests are campaigning 
on the bull side and each of them presumed 
to be afraid lest the others secure an ad- 
vantage by closing out their lines first. 


Wheat Little Changed. | 

Wheat has been at times supported by the 
strength of corn and on any décline to 77¢ 
there appeared a general commission demand 
for May sufficient to check the downward 
tendency. But the close for the week was 
only %c above that figure and at a loss of %c 
from the previous Saturday. The export de- 
mand has apparently been dull, foreigners, 
encouraged by liberal Russian and Argen- 
tine offerings, to wait for lower prices on 
this side. Clearances from both coasts and 
Canada have averaged 2,700;000 bu weekly 
for two weeks, although some foreign sta- 
tisticians assure us Europe will need 3,600,000 
bu weekly from this country for the rest 
of the crop year. The movement to primary 
markets has been lighter than a year ago, 
but stocks in the visible supply are main- 
tained, and the prophecies of scarcity before 
the next crop is harvested are less confi- 
dent. The conditions of the growing crop 
are generally favorable, although a cold wave 
following the recent rains may cause dam- 


age. 

Oats have sought a slightly lower level, 
the effect of the heavy liquidation by large 
holders of May, and the May future closed 
11%e under May corn, compared with a dis- 
count of only 7c a few weeks ago, There 
is a fear shipping demand and receipts are 
light, owing in part to the fact that country 
shippers are more anxious to market their 
corn. Stocks of standard grade increase but 
slowly, only 600,000 bu, but there is no en- 
ergetic bul) interest now at work. | 

Moderate receipts of hogs and smal! stocks 
of meats and lard, which show no accumu- 
lation of consequence, have kept the provis- 
ion market strong, and May pork, with some 
help from the leading holder, advanced 35c 
to $18.00.

TRADERS WAIT ON MONEY. 


Contrary Reports Regarding Chances 
of the Aldrich Bill Disturb 
| Wall Street. 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 
New York, March 1,—[Special. ]—Stock mar- 
ket trading last week was governed to a 
large extent by the position of the money 
market, following the tendency of both time 


and call funds. This naturally induced a 


bear pressure on securities and checked 
whatever bull enthusiasm there may have 
existed in commission house circles. The 
active demand for money from out of town 
points, together with heavy payments by 
local banks to the subtreasury, caused a 
material demand for cash. The holdings of 
the first named institutions brought about 
higher lending rates and caused a decline in 
sterling exchange quotations. 

Gold exports are out of the question at 
present, but so far as the local money market 
is concerned the drain for the interior and 
subtreasury account has as much adverse 
effect, if not more, than shipments of the 
precious metal to Europe would have had. 

The chances for and against the passage of 
the Aldrich bill were also influential factors 
in the week’s speculative \perations. The 
various reports from Washington regarding 
this measure are helping at times the oper- 
atore who wish for a decline, and at other 
times the operators who favor an advance. 


The outgo of money reflects the growth of 
the country’s industries and foreshadows 
prosperity for many months to come. The 
demands for the large corporate enterprises 
will be heavy this year. Therailroad combi- 
nations, extensions and improvements wil] 
call out many millions of ‘dollars, insuring, 
therefore, an active demand for funds in the 
leading financial centers, making a plethora 
of money impossible and maintaining the 
leading rates at firm figures.
